The coin shortage — which 
has become even more pro¬ 
nounced in recent weeks and 
which will probably continue for 
an indefinite period — is “a situ¬ 
ation and a problem that is be¬ 
yond the control of the banks of 
the city,” the four commercial 
bank presidents declared in a 
joint statement Friday. 

Robert R. Emerson of Safe De¬ 
posit Bank and Trust Co., Nor¬ 
man R. Vester of Security Na¬ 
tional Bank, Russell B. Neff of 
Third National Bank of Hamp¬ 
den County and Bruce II. Mac¬ 
Leod of Valley Bank and Trust 
Co., said their statement was de¬ 
signed ‘‘to explain that the coin 
shortage is a national problem, 


and also to suggest to the public 
ways in which they may help to 
alleviate the shortage.” 

Their statement follows: 

“The coin shortage has existed 
now for many months, but it has 
grown increasingly serious. In 
our area, pennies, nickles and 
dimes are in shortest supply, but 
the short-age does affec^ nil de¬ 
nominations. 

“Very simply, the coin short¬ 
age is based on.two factors: the 
demands of an expanding econ¬ 
omy and the fact that the gov¬ 
ernment’s mint facilities have 
have not been geared to meet the 
need for coins. 

“There is no reason to believe 
that government production of 
coins will be increased for some 
time to come, so we have got to

Memorial Day

For more than 75 years Agawam has been observing an annual 
Memorial Day. It was first known as “Decoration Day.” Parading 
school children in white dresses and Sunday suits followed the band 
along the street, each carrying a small and much cherised American 
flag. Many out-of-town folks came to honor their dead at the ceme¬ 
tery and the happy re-union of old friends was often associated with 
this occasion. After the service, there would be a great season of 
visiting and remembering. Dinner would be a special treat such as 
chicken and biscuits and home made ice cream. And whether the 
day was cold or hot, one annual ritual (for boys only) was carried 
out, the first swim of the year. 

A town committee planned the Memorial Day service and a small 
sum of money was appropriated each year for the purpose. In 1920, 
this task was taken over by the American Legion. At present, the 
Legion, the Veterans of Foreign Wars and Kerr Barracks are work¬ 
ing together in placing markers for Veterans' graves and in planning 
the observance of Memorial Day.

Time was when boatmen could 
avoid entanglements simply by 
coiling their lines neatly and 
avoiding beds of seaweed.

In 1956, the Outboard Boating 
Club of America decided to aid 
the boatmen in their plight. Since 
it was not empowered to grant 
law degrees, OBC instead began 
publishing a digest of state boat¬ 
ing laws. By 1962, the laws had 
so proliferated, that OBC began 
publishing its digest by region. 
The last of the regional hand¬ 
books was published last Decem¬ 
ber. 

While there are now a few en¬ 
couraging trends toward uni¬ 
formity of boating laws from 
state to state, legislators are still 
busy grinding out boating bills. 
To keep pace, OBC has now pub- 
ished supplements to two of the 
four handbooks. 

The Northeastern states sup¬ 
plement lists no fewer than 60 
changes and amendments.
